How the Earth's Crust was Formed 


This and the following articles 
are taken from the Book of 
Knowledge and can be clippe 
for saving in a reference book 

In an earlier article, we told 
you that the earth is divided 
several layers The uppermost 
layer is the atmosphere, or a 
sphere. Below that is the hydro 


sphere, or water sphere which has 
collected in the low places on the 
earth's solid surface. This solid 
portion of the earth is the litho 
sphere (rock sphere), which is 
also divided into Jayers— light 
weight rocks near the surface and 
heavier rocks farther down 

No one knows what the earth 
was like while it was forming anc 
immediately afterward, but ac 
cording theories, it is

}mass of gases, that slowly cooled 
ito Liquids and then to solids 

The various gases and liquids did 
not cool at the same rate of speed 
so there was probably a time when 


the earth was a bubbling, boiling 
ball, with oxygen, water vapor 
carbon dioxide and other gases 
making their way out from the 
molten rock in which they were 
dissolved. While the gases were 
bubbling up, the heavy metals 
were probably settling toward the 
center of the ball; and the lighter 
materials were ranging themselves 
in zones according to weight 
Eventually, most of the gas es 
caped, the turbulence subsided 
and, as a result of further cooling 
a crust began to form. This was 
undoubtedly broken and engulfed 
again and again; but gradually it 


became more and more stable and 
sealing 


grew thicker and thicker 
some of the gases in and forming 
a slaggy crust over a still Liquid 
interior 

This slag cooled dowr and 
formed rocks The atmosphere 
also cooled; and the water vapor 
condensed and fell as rain upon 
the cooling rocks, Eventually the 
water collected in the low places 
of the rocky slag and formed the 
oceans.
